Prepare For Great 
Crowd at Radnor 

10, 000 Expected at Annual 
Football Classic 

Preparations have been made to 
take care of io.ooo fans at the Low- 
er Mcrion-Radnor High football 
game this afternoon. The annual 
classic of the Main Line Schools 
will be played at Wayne this year 
and a record turnout is anticipated 
by school athletic authorities. 

A special train from Ardmore to 
Wayne will be run by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad to take care of the 
huge crowds expected to go up the 
line to see the annual tussle. It will 
leave in time to get the Maroon and 
White rooters on their rival's field 
a half an hour before the game. In 
addition the bus lines are running 
special cars at reduced rates. 

There will be a parade from the 
station at Wayne to the Radnor field 
led by a band engaged for the oc- 
casion. Cheer leaders with school 
colors will lead the invading host. 
In addition to this feature the usual 
snake dance of the ancient enemies 
between the halves will lend color 
to the fray. 

Principal C. B. Pennypacker an- 
nounced at the high school in Ard- 
more this week that Radnor had 
the occasion. The temporary stands 
of the huge crowd. Over 2500 re- 
served seats have been erected for 
the occasion. The temoorary stands 
will run the length of the field. 

The annual gridiron scrap be- 
tween Lower Merion and Radnor is 
the oldest scholastic football classic 
in the eastern section of the country. 
This year the fate of the Kilpatrick 
cup is at stake. Lower Merion has 
two legs on the trophy and if it 
wins this year again it comes into 
permanent possession of the prize. 
The cup was offered by the father 
of a former Lower Merion High 
captain to the school winning three 
games in succession. It took the 
place of the Powell trophy, which 
was won by Radnor. 

Lower Merion has been holding 
special workouts all week in prepa- 
ration for the tilt with their ancient 
rivals. Captain Peabody, whose 
shoulder was injured in the Potts- 
town game last Saturday, was on 
the sidelines early in the week, but 
his, shoulder will be in shape to en- 
able him to get into action Satur- 
day, according to information com- 
ing from Coach Frank Forstburg. 
The rest of the team is in tip-top 
shape and the regular line-up will 
be started by the Lower Merion 
coach. 

Lower Merion has had all the 
best of it in the games for the last 
two years, having won both times. 
Last year the final count was 23-0 ; 
the year before, 3-0. 

With its victory over Pottstown 
last week, Lower Merion raised its 
string of straight victories to 27. 
Radnor, on the other hand, has had 
a poor season, having won only two 
games.

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Baptists To Dedicate New 
Church Next Week 



Plans Completed for Ceremony and Instal- 
lation of Pastor. Description of Building 



The completion of the new 
Baptist Church building will be 
.-elebratcd next week in a series of 
services beginning tomorrow with 
the open service and concluding the 
■following Sunday, November 30, in 
•he formal Dedication Service. 

The services mark the culmination 
of the building enterprise begun in 
November, 1922. Several months 
were required to perfect the plans 
and arrange the finances. Ground 
was broken in July, 1923, and the 
cornerstone laid the following Sep- 
tember. Since then the work has 
gone steadily forward until its re- 
cent completion. The additions 
which make the present church sev- 
eral times the size of the former 
building have involved the expendi- 
:ure, including equipment, of more 
than $80,000 and give the Baptists 
an edifice with a replacement value 
in excess of $100,000. Of equal 
importance and satisfaction to the 
members of the church is the fact 
lhat the finances have been so taken 
^are of that no appeals for contri- 
butions are necessary or will be 
made at this time. 

An elaborate program has been 
arranged for the services, including 
preachers and speakers of national 
repute and several services of un- 
usual local interest, notably the 
organ recital on Tuesday evening by 
Mr. Harry C. Banks, Jr., of Nar- 
berth ; the Union Prayer Service on 
Wednesday evening, and the Union 
Thanksgiving Service Thursday 
morning, in both of which the minis- 
ters and congregations of the Pres- 
byterian, Methodist and Lutheran 
churches will participate. A feature 
of all the services will be the new 
organ console type installed by the 
Estey Organ Company, which con- 
tains many new features, giving the 
organist a more complete and re- 
sponsive control of the instrument 
than is possible in the older types. 
Another feature of interest will be 
the informal reception given by the 
women of the church Tuesday eve- 
ning following the organ recital. Of 
unusual interest, too, will be the 
final musical service on Sunday 
evening, November 30, when the 
new minister, Rev. Robert E. 
Keighton, who has accepted the call 
recently extended to him, will be in- 
troduced.

All of the services are open to the 
public and a cordial invitation is 
extended to the entire community to 
attend one or more of the services 
and inspect this example of thor- 
oughly modern church planning in 
a beautiful architectural setting, 
which can not be fully appreciated 
from its description alone, however 
realistic and interesting both in por- 
trayal of its artistry and the large 
part played therein by Narberth tal- 
ent and endeavor. 

The New Building. 

The enlarged building for the 
Baptist Church of the Evangel at 
Narberth, .while several times as 
large as that portion of the existing 
building which has been used for 
worship for many years, has been 
so arranged in plan as not to dwarf 
or change in effect the usefulness of 
the old portion. Because of the 
necessity of continuing services in 
the old auditorium room during the 
construction of the new building 
and because of the sentiment quite 
naturally attached to the old build- 
ing by reason of its many years of 
use during the growth of the con- 
gregation to its present size, there 
was as little change as possible made 
in the important room of the old 
building. In the new scheme, the 
auditorium and - Sunday School 
rooms still remain as an important 
portion of the completed building. 

The architects for the building, 
Boyd, Abel and Gugert, of Philadel- 
phia, one member of which, Mr. 
Victor D. Abel, is a resident of Nar- 
berth. after a careful study of ./the 
situation, determined that no better 
model could be followed in design- 
ing the exterior than the English 
Parish Church. This is the type of 
building constructed during a highly- 
religious period in the history of 
England, at a time when churches 
were built throughout the smaller 
towns and villages, and, without 
emulating too much of the highly 
decorated, ornate cathedrals of 
larger cities, attained a design and 
importance of their own. 

This type of building was partic- 
ularly befitting to a location such as 
Narberth, being half way between 
the larger churches of the city and 
the smaller and more remote rural 
buildings. Likewise it fitted well 
into the scheme of the existing por- 
tion of th,e building. 

The new auditorium was con- 
structed of a local granite stone 
sufficently similar in appearance to 
the stone work of the old building 
so as not to seriously affect or 
change the exterior appearance, but 
at the same time giving to the entire 
building as now completed, a solidity 
befitting its new importance. 

The entrance it at the corner of 
Narberth and Elmwood avenues, 
from which approaches most of the 
traffic. Massive carved doors open 
into a vestibule which forms the 
ground floor of the new tower. This 
tower, the most impressive and im- 
portant feature of the exterior, is 
rather squat in appearance, but suf- 
ficiently high, with interesting 
Gothic detail with rough and 
dressed stone work. The top has 
open louvres enclosing a belfry. 

The vestibule has a floor of natu- 
ral slate with green tile fainscoting 
on the side walls, and rough cream- 
colored plaster walls and ceiling. 
The entrance into the auditorium is 
through a large doorway with 
double doors. ^The auditorium is 
36 feet wide by 55 feet long, with 
a height of 14 feet at the eaves to 
over 20 feet at the peak. It is treated 
with a charming simplicity with 
contrasting walls,, wainscoting and 
side walls. The floor is again of a 
soft color green and purple varie- 
gated slate as in the vestibule. The 
side walls are wainscoted with dark 
woodwork to the height of the win- 
dow sills, and the side walls above 
JthaLtp, thfe, eaves^arecoi a, soi txaett 
stone plaster, laid out in blocks, in 
rather: formal fashion. The entire 
inside of the roof of the auditorium 
with its trusses is exposed and 
fbrms the ceiling of the room. This

AT MERION BLAZE 



Narberth Fire Company Called Out 
Tuesday Morning. 

The Narberth Fire Company was 
called to assist in battling a serious 
fire at Merion this week; five com- 
panies, in all, were called. 

"Ivy Walls," the handsome resi- 
dence of Murray Gibson, a retired 
business man, Wynnewood road 
and South Highland avenue, Mer- 
ion, was swept by fire shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

The roof and the third floor 
were destroyed, and the interior 
work and furnishings of the lower 
floors ruined by smoke and water. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gibson were un- 
able to estimate the loss, but be- 
lieve the house, which was of the 
old English stone type, will have 
to be rebuilt. 

The firemen were hampered by 
the cold, the temperature being 20 
degrees, and by shortage of water. 
The walls and ladders became 
coated with ice as the water 
streams were directed toward the 
top of the burning house. 

Several firemen narrowly es- 
caped serious injury when the roof 
collapsed. Their heavy helmets 
were struck by pieces of burning 
timber. 

The furnishings destroyed in- 
cluded a valuable collection of Jap- 
anese rugs and works of art which 
Mrs. Gibson, Sr., brought home 
from the Orient last summer. They 
were stored on the third floor.

On that first night 
Mr. Pollock was approached in the 
lobby by a motion picture magnate, 
who said, "What's all this talk in 
your play about the Star of Beth- 
lehem?" Mr. Pollock said, "Do 
you know what the Star of Beth- 
lehem is?" "Sure," said he. "It's 
a star in the Milky Way." Mr. 
Pollock explained that it was the 
star that rose over Bethlehem when 
Jesus was born, and that it symbol- 
ized the coming of Christ. "Well," 
said he, "you ought to say so in the 
play. People don't know about 
these things." And these were crit- 
ics who were saying that it couldn't 
succeed.

woodwork, with the wainscoting and 
the wood pews, is all finished a soft 
dark brown in color. 

The pulpit is elaborately deco- 
rated with Gothic arches, carvings 
and doorways leading into the Sun- 
day School building. At one side 
is the organ console and choir space. 
In the center is the opening into the 
Baptistry, which is arranged in a 
recess behind the pulpit with a 
carved rail at the front so as not to 
be seen except when actually used. 
The upper portion of the recess con- 
tains niches for flowering plants and 
above the front opening is an ex- 
tended balcony carrying the expos -d 
organ pipes. 

The Baptistry, while visible 
from all portions of the church, is 
entered entirely from the rear cr 
the Sunday School building. The 
walls and floors are of tile. Dress- 
ing and shower rooms are con- 
veniently arranged. 

On either side of the auditorium 
are windows of antique leaded 
glass, of Gothic design, culminat- 
ing in a large and elaborately ar- 
ranged window in the rear at the 
opposite end of the room from the 
pulpit. This window is an impor- 
tant feature of both exterior and 
interior design. 

Directly next to the new audi- 
torium is an alcove which will 
accommodate an overflow meet- 
ing and which is to be used as a 
separate Sunday School room. 
This alcove also adjoins the exist- 
ing auditorium, which is now to 
be used as the main Sunday 
School assembly rooms. It is also 
arranged as a gymnasium, there 
having been constructed at one 
end a balcony for spectators. 

From both the old and new 
auditoriums are doorways to the 
Sunday School building, which 
contains two stories and a base- 
ment. In this portion are the vari- 
ous Sunday School rooms, pastor's 
study, choir room, social room, 
kitchen, lavatories, organ cham- 
ber, bowling alleys and heater 
room. 

One of the features of the new 
arrangement is the separation of 
the different units of the Sunday 
School. There is a separate room 
for the beginners with its own 
fireplace, closet and storage space. 
Each of the Primary and Junior 
departments has its own small as- 
sembly room with four class 
rooms grouped around it for in- 
dividual instruction. 

The pastor's study has its own 
fireplace and bookcases. All the 
conveniences known to a modern 
Sunday School building have been 
adequately provided. 
• On the ground floor under the 
Old auditorium, the original Sun- 



ing has been so constructed that if 
the growth of the congregation is 
such that additional floor space is 
required, another story can be 
added on, which will provide addi- 
tional class room accommodation 
for the intermediate classes, sim- 
ilar to the Junior and Primary 
classes, and it will also contain 
separate individual class rooms and 
the Senior classes and the various 
clubs. 

The entire addition while much 
larger than the existing building 
has been so arranged that now, 
upon its completion, the old sec- 
tion fits into the new as a com- 
plete unit, and without any of the 
awkward complications which so 
often follow changes and additions 
to existing structures. The entire 
lot has been utilized in such a way 
as to preserve as much as possible 
the lawn lacing upon the street 
fronts and to provide an adequate 
setting for the enlarged building. 

One of the interesting features 
in its construction is the important 
part played by local endeavor. In 
addition to the architects, of which 
firm Mr. Abel resides in Nar- 
berth, the building was construct- 
ed bv Messrs, William D. and 
Horace T. Smedley. general con- 
tractors : the plumbing, heating 
and roofing was installed by.
